'■  •  ■       INtR'ODUCTION.'     ■ 

This  report  constitutes  the  fourteenth  issue  in  an  annual  series^  relative  to  time- 
rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  in  the  organized  industries  and  trades  in  Massa- 
chusetts as  incorporated  in  formal  signed  agreements  between  employers  and 
employees,  or  in  verbal  agreements  considered  as  having  been  definitely  established. 
Where  such  conditions  do  not  obtain,  no  data  are  given.  Piece-work  prices  are 
not  tabulated,  as  the  units  of  payment  are  greatly  diversified  and  there  is  a  lack  of 
uniformity  in  reporting.  For  this  reason  also,  data  available  for  inclusion  in 
several  of  the  tables,  principally  boot  and  shoe  manufacturing  and  textile  manu- 
facturing, are  limited. 

The  Department  has  fixed  July  1  as  a  definite  reporting  date  for  the  collection 
of  these  data  in  all  except  theatrical  employment,  in  which  the  beginning  of  the 
Fall  contract  season  has  been  designated.  The  report  is  primarily  devoted  to  the 
pubUcation  of  those  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  affecting  organized  labor  as 
secured  from  a  canvass  of  all  local  labor  organizations  in  Massachusetts.  These 
union  data  are  supplemented  by  information  furnished  by  officials  of  both  the 
Federal  and  municipal  governments,  and  of  the  steam  railroads  and  street  rail- 
ways operating  within  the  State,  certain  of  whose  employees  are  members  of 
labor  organizations.  The  preparation  of  the  report  made  necessary  considerable 
correspondence  with  officers  of  various  local  organizations,  employers  were  called 
upon  for  additional  information,  and  the  services  of  the  field  agents  of  the  Division 
were  extensively  employed. 

The  rates  of  wages  as  tabulated  in  this  bulletin  should  not  be  confounded  with 
actual  earnings.  The  latter  depend  upon  the  number  of  hours  worked  at  a  rate 
agreed  upon  for  a  specified  period  of  time,  viz.,  an  hour,  day,  or  week.  Although 
the  basic  rate  may  not  change,  less  than  full-time  employment  tends  toward  a 
decrease  in  earnings,  while  overtime  work  may  increase  them.  An  increase  in 
the  rate  does  not  necessarily  insure  a  corresponding  increase  in  earnings,  as  the 
latter  are  directly  affected  by  the  scarcity  or  abundance  of  work.  In  the  instance 
of  those  employed  on  a  daily  or  weekly  basis,  the  hours  of  labor  may  be  shortened 
without  occasioning  a  readjustment  in  the  rates,  and  thus  not  affect  the  earnings. 
It  is  also  a  practice  to  grant  weekly  half-holidays  to  certain  classes  of  employees 
during  a  stated  number  of  months,  and  sometimes  throughout  the  entire  year, 
without  loss  of  pay  or  without  a  readjustment  of  the  working  schedule  on  other 
days  to  compensate  for  the  time  so  lost. 

The  method  of  presentation  adopted  is  fundamentally  the  same  for  all  indus- 
tries, but  in  certain  tables,  as  in  theatrical  employment,  the  form  has  been  changed 
in  order  to  better  illustrate  the  particular  type  of  emplojmaent  being  considered. 
The  basic  units  of  payment  in  a  particular  industry  or  trade  are  usually  identical; 
for  example,  building  tradesmen  are  paid  on  an  hourly  basis  and  printing  trades- 
men on  a  weekly  basis.     Where  additional  compensation  is  paid  for  work  done

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outside  of  the  regular  schedule  the  rates  of  compensation  for  such  work  have  been 
recorded.  All  relevant  information  has  been  shown  in  tabular  form  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, but  many  agreements  contain  clauses  and  provisions  which  cannot  be  thus 
indicated,  and  are,  accordingly,  briefly  summarized  in  explanatory  notes  accom- 
panying each  table. 

Except  where  noted,  this  report  refers  simply  to  the  minimum  rates  of  wages 
and  the  viaxivmm  hours  of  labor  which  have  become  effective  in  the  various  or- 
ganized trades,  and  does  not  purport  to  show  to  what  extent  there  may  be  varia- 
tions from  the  established  rules  as  the  result  of  individual  negotiations  occasioned 
by  special  qualifications  of  a  particular  employee  or  employees,  or  by  conditions 
peculiar  to  any  single  trade  or  establishment.  The  rates  herein  recorded  are  com- 
parable with  those  in  prior  reports  of  a  similar  nature,  and  are  indicative  of  the 
trend  of  wages. 

Wliere  overtime  work  is  necessary,  it  is  an  almost  universal  practice  to  pay  the 
regular  straight-time  rate  plus  a  given  portion  of  that  rate.  These  "overtime 
rates"  are  generally  shown  in  symboHc  form,  as  follows:  l}i  T=  time  and  one- 
quarter;   IK  T=  time  and  one-half;  2  T=  double  tune;  3  T=  triple  time.

Student  operators  and  operators  on  afternoon-evening  and  on  forenoon-evening  assignments  work  1  hour 
per  day  less  and  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  than  day  operators  of  corresponding  service  (Metropolitan,  AA  and  A

evening  assignments  (  4  p.m.  to  10  p.m.,  including  relief  period)  work  two  hours  per  day  less  and  are  paid  the  same 
wages  as  day  employees  of  corresponding  service  (Metropolitan,  AA,  A,  B,  and  C  Schedules). 

Student  operators  and  operators  (Schedules  B  and  C  covering  also  junior  supervisors  and  supervisors)  on 
"night  first-half"  assignments  work  two  hours  per  day  less  and  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  than  day  employees 
of  corresponding  service  (Metropolitan,  AA,  A,  B,  and  C  Schedules). 

Student  operators  and  operators  on  "night  second-half"  assignments  (10  p.m.  to  7  a.m.,  including  lunch  and 
relief  periods)  are  paid  $2  per  week  more  than  day  operators  of  corresponding  service;  11  p.m.  to  7  a.m.,  only  $1 
per  week  more'  (Metropolitan,  AA,  A,  B,  C,  and  D  Schedules).

Student  operators,  operators,  junior  supervisors,  and  supervisors  assigned  to  forenoon-evening  or  afternoon- 
evening  tricks  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  than  day  employees  of  corresponding  service  (B,  C,  D,  and  E  Schedules). 

Senior  operators,  junior  supervisors,  and  supervisors  on  afternoon-evening  and  forenoon-evening  assignments 
work  one  hour  per  day  less  and  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  than  they  would  receive  on  day  assignments.  If 
assigned  to  "night  second-half"  (10  p.m.  to  7  a.m.,  including  lunch  and  relief  periods)  they  are  paid  $2  per  week 
more  than  they  would  receive  on  day  assignments;  11  p.m.  to  7  a.m.,  only  $1  per  week  more  (Metropolitan,  AA, 
and  A  Schedules). 

Senior  operators,  junior  supervisors,  and  supervisors  on  evening  assignments  work  two  hours  less  than  if 
assigned  to  day  work  (Metropolitan  and  AA  Schedules). 

Junior  supervisors  and  supervisors  on  evening  assignments  work  two  hours  less  than  if  assigned  to  day  work, 
and  are  paid  the  same  as  they  would  receive  on  day  assignments  (Schedule  A). 

Senior  operators,  junior  supervisors,  and  supervisors  on  "night  first-half"  assignments  work  two  hours  per 
day  less  than  if  assigned  to  day  work  and  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  (Metropolitan,  AA,  and  A  Schedules). 

Operators  appointed  to  junior  supervisors'  positions  will  be  advanced  $1,  and  while  in  the  grade  are  paid  $1 
per  week  more  than  operators  or  senior  operators  of  corresponding  service  (Metropolitan  and  AA  Schedules). 

Junior  supervisors  appointed  to  supervisors'  positions  are  paid  the  minimum  supervisor's  wage  (Metropolitan 
AA,  A.  B,  C,  and  D  Schedules). 

Junior  supervisors  are  paid  $1  per  week  more  than  operators  of  corresponding  service  (A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E 
Schedules). 

Operators  on  aU-night  assignments  are  paid  $2  per  week  more  than  day  operators  of  corresponding  service 
(Schedule  E). 

Supervisors,  clerks,  and  supervising  clerks  are  paid  an  increase  of  50  cents  per  week  every  six  months  until 
maximum  salary  for  the  grade  is  reached. 

Clerks  are  increased  according  to  the  operators'  schedule,  supervising  clerks  according  to  the  junior  super- 
visors' schedule  and  chief  clerks  according  to  the  supervisors'  schedule.

C.  STEAM  AND  ELECTRIC  RAILWAY  SERVICE. 
Introductory  Note.  —  The  data  set  forth  in  connection  with  Steam  and  Electric 
Railway  Service  are  presented  in  three  sections,  each  devoted  to  a  specific  branch 
of  service.  The  information  in  Section  I  has  reference  to  those  occupations  which 
are  peculiar  to  railroad  service  and  which  relate  primarily  to  the  operation  of  trains 
and  to  the  maintenance  of  rolling  stock  and  equipment;  in  Section  II,  railway 
express  employees  are  considered;  and  in  Section  III,  data  are  given  with  regard 
to  those  engaged  in  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  street  railway  lines. 

I. 

Steam  Railroad  Service. 
The  United  States  Railroad  Labor  Board,  appointed  by  the  President  in  accord- 
ance with  provisions  of  the  Transportation  Act  in  effect  February  28,  1920,  has 
rendered  no  decisions  affecting  the  rates  of  wages  of  steam  railroad  employees 
considered  in  this  report  since  those  covered  by  the  last  study  of  this  character, 


'  Rates  increased  25  cents  per  day  on  October  1. 
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beginning  on  page  82,  Labor  Bulletin  No.  138.  Those  rates  of  wages  and  condi- 
tions of  employment  continuing  in  effect  through  1923  are  here  set  forth  for  the 
three  trunk  lines  operating  out  of  Boston  which  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Labor  Board,  namely,  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  (Railroad  A),  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  (Railroad  B),  and  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  (Railroad  C).  Data  are  also  given  for  employees  of  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  (Railroad  D),  which  is  not  classed  as  a  common 
carrier  and  over  which  the  Labor  Board  has  no  jurisdiction. 

Engine  and  train  service  employees  receive  compensation  based  on  mileage 
covered,  with  certain  rates  of  wages  guaranteed.  For  the  individual  occupations 
in  other  services,  where  more  than  one  rate  applies,  maximum  and  minimum  rates 
to  be  paid  are  specified.  Eight  consecutive  hours  constitute  a  day's  work  in  all 
crafts,  and  Sunday  and  holiday  work  is  on  a  straight  time  basis  if  called  for  by 
regular  assignments.  Overtime  in  all  services  covered  is  on  a  pro  rata  actual 
minute  basis.  Railway  shopmen  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half  for  all 
overtime,  with  a  minimum  of  one  hour's  pay  for  any  such  service  performed; 
station  employees  are  paid  straight  time  for  the  ninth  hour  and  time  and  one-half 
thereafter;  whereas,  maintenance  of  way  employees,  railway  shop  laborers,  and 
railroad  signalmen  are  on  straight  time  through  the  tenth  hour  and  are  then  paid 
at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half.  Trainmen  and  others  employed  in  the  operating 
departments  of  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  receive  no  addi- 
tional compensation  for  overtime,  while  those  in  the  mechanical  and  maintenance 
of  way  services  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half  after  eight  hours.  The 
employees  of  the  South  Terminal  Company  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one- 
half  for  overtime  outside  of  bulletin  hours. 

A  48-hour  or  56-hour  (6  or  7  day)  weekly  schedule  depends  upon  the  nature  of 
the  work  performed.  The  former  schedule  is  the  one  generally  in  effect  on  all  four 
railroads  named.  The  South  Terminal  Company  male  employees  are  on  a  56-hour 
basis.  The  rates  of  pay  and  hours  of  labor  applicable  to  employees  of  the  three 
trunk  lines  (Railroads  A,  B,  and  C)  operating  out  of  Boston,  are  effective  over  the 
entire  systems,  and  not  simply  over  those  divisions  which  are  within  the  confines 
of  this  Commonwealth.

Railway  Express  Service. 

The  Railroad  Labor  Board  has  jurisdiction  over  certain  employees  of  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  Express  Company,  and  the  rates  herein  recorded  are  those  established 
by  that  Board  in  its  most  recent  decision  (No.  1956,  effective  August  1,  1923) 
affecting  this  class  of  employees.  The  minimum  hours  of  labor  are  eight  per  day 
and  forty-eight  per  week.  Overtime  is  on  a  pro  rata  actual  minute  basis,  with 
time  and  one-half  after  the  ninth  hour.

III. 

Street  and  Electric  Railway  Service. 

The  employees  of  street  and  electric  railway  companies  are  divided,  broadly, 
into  two  classes,  those  in  the  passenger  service,  or  "blue  uniform"  men,  and  those 
employed  in  what  may  properly  be  known  as  construction,  maintenance,  and  re- 
pair service.  Rates  of  wages,  hours  of  labor,  and  other  conditions  of  employment 
applicable  to  such  men  are  the  result  of  formal  agreements  between  street  railway 
lines  and  the  labor  unions. 

The  employment  of  uniformed  men  is  governed  by  schedules  drawn  up  by 
officials  of  the  railway  companies.  These  schedules  provide  that  a  certain  number 
of  runs  or  trips  shall  be  made  daily,  over  a  stated  route,  arranged  generally  so  that 
each  man  shall  work  in  the  neighborhood  of  eight  hours  daily,  with  not  less  than 
that  number  of  hours  as  the  basis  of  payment;  runs  to  be  completed  within  a  given 
number  of  hours,  not  necessarily  meaning  continuous  employment,  although  pro- 
visions are  made  for  as  few  breaks  in  the  schedules  as  is  possible,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  "peak"  loads  come  in  the  morning  and  evening  rush  hours. 
Rules  for  reporting  and  turning-in,  for  reliefs,  for  lay-offs,  and  for  one  day  off  in 
a  given  number,  are  also  set  forth.  Seniority  governs  the  selecting  of  runs  and  the 
employment  of  the  men.  Provisions  for  the  employment  of  other  than  uniformed 
men  are  not  so  detailed.  The  daily  hours  of  labor  vary  with  the  nature  of  the 
work  performed,  and  the  schedule  calls  for  completion  within  a  given  number  of 
hours.  The  nature  of  the  occupation  also  determines  whether  the  men  are  em- 
ployed for  six  or  seven  days  a  week.  In  this  branch,  as  well  as  in  the  passenger 
service,  Sunday  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  consistent  with  service  demands. 

The  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  given  in  the  following  table  are  those  in 
effect  on  July  1,  1923;  and,  where  less  than  five  persons  were  employed  at  a  given 
occupation,  no  entry  was  made.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  matter  presented  herewith  constitutes  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Directory 
of  Labor  Organizations  in  Massachusetts,'  the  first  directory  of  this  character  having 
been  published  in  August,  1902.  ' 

The  present  edition  consists  of  four  divisions,  as  follows : 

I.  "National  and  International  Organizations,"  having  one  or  more  affiliated 
local  unions  in  the  United  States  ( page  2 ) ; 

II.  "State,  District,  and  Trades  Councils,"  consisting  of  organizations  composed 
of  delegates  from  local  organizations  within  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  trades,  or 
within  a  definite  district  comprising  more  than  a  single  city  or  town  (page  6) ; 

III.  "Central  Labor  Unions  and  Local  Councils,"  composed  of  delegates  from 
local  imions  in  the  same  locality  (page  10); 

IV.  "Local  Trade  Unions,"  composed  of  wage-earners  in  a  single  locality  directly 
associated  in  what  may  be  called  the  "unit  body"  of  organization    (page  14). 

The  general  canvass  for  the  directory  data  is  undertaken  at  the  close  of  December 
of  each  year.  All  National  and  International  labor  organizations  known  to  be  in 
existence  in  the  United  States  are  requested  to  furnish  this  office  with  a  list  of  their 
affliliated  locals  in  Massachusetts,  if  any,  together  with  the  names  and  addresses  of 
their  respective  local  secretaries.  Similar  data  are  obtained  from  the  State,  District, 
and  Trades  Councils,  and  the  Central  Labor  Unions  and  Local  Councils  in  Massa- 
chusetts. Each  known  local  was  also  canvassed  with  particular  reference  to  the  fourth 
division  of  the  directory.'  In  those  cases  where  schedules  were  not  returned  by 
mail,  the  necessary  information  was  secured  by  field  agents  of  the  Department,  either 
from  the  local  secretaries,  or  from  some  other  reliable  source.  By  these  and  other 
means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department,  this  office  has  been  able  to  secui'e  informa- 
tion with  reference  to  the  organization'' of  new  unions  and  the  disbanding  of  those 
formerly  in  existence,  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  such  information.  Changes 
in  meeting  places,  secretaries,  and  other  information  having  to  do  with  labor  organiza- 
tions in  Massachusetts,  as  contained  in  this  Directory,  are  carefully  recorded  as  they 
occur.  As  a  means  to  this  end,  those  unions  holding  elections  during  the  year  are 
canvassed  shortly  thereafter,  so  that  if  any  changes  are  made  they  may  become  a 
matter  of  record.  The  regular  quarterly  canvass  of  local  unions  for  certain  unemploy- 
ment data  also  assists  materially  in  keeping  "live"  records. 

The  collection  of  the  returns  and  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  Directory 
have  necessarily  covered  a  period  of  several  months  and  some  changes  have,  no  doubt, 
occurred  since  the  copy  for  this  report  was  ordered  printed;  consequently,  those  who 
liave  occasion  to  consult  this  Directory  should  bear  this  fact  in  mind.  Officials  con- 
nected with  organizations  listed  hei'ein  are  urged  to  advise  the  Department  of  any 
changes  in  officers,  addresses,  or  meeting  places  as  they  occur. 

Labor  officials  with  whom  the  Department  has  occasion  to  communicate  in  con- 
nection with  the  preparation  of  this  Dii-ectory  have  cordially  co-operated.

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TREND  OF  EMPLOYMENT  AND  EARNINGS  IN 
REPRESENTATIVE  MANUFACTURING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

IN  MASSACHUSETTS 


I.     INTRODUCTION 

For  a  long  series  of  years,  beginning  in  1886,  there  has  been  taken  in  Massa- 
chusetts an  "Annual  Census  of  Manufactures"  as  required  by  law.  This  annual 
census,  being  exhaustive  in  scope,  and  taken  after  the  close  of  the  year  to  which 
the  returns  relate,  cannot  be  completed  in  a  short  interval  of  time,  and,  although 
monthly  pay-roll  data  are  collected  by  means  of  the  annual  schedule,  they  are 
not  available  for  publication  with  sufficient  promptness  to  serve  as  a  current 
barometer  of  industrial  activity  or  depression.  The  keen  and  ever  increasing 
interest  in  industrial  statistics  manifested  by  manufacturers,  chambers  of  com- 
merce, legislators,  economists,  and  others,  wliich  interest  was  greatly  stimulated 
by  the  exigencies  of  the  recent  war  and  the  severe  industrial  depression  in  1920, 
prompted  this  Department  to  undertake  in  September,  1922,  the  collection  of 
monthly  pay-roll  data  from  representative  manufacturing  establishments  in  this 
State. 

In  conducting  this  monthly  survey,  the  Department  is  following  a  plan  previ- 
ously adopted  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  the  New  York 
Department  of  Labor,  the  Wisconsin  Industrial  Commission,  and  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Labor.  During  the  years  1923  and  1924,  other  states  were  added 
to  the  list  of  those  collecting  data  of  this  character,  and  the  list  now  includes 
ten  states  which  are  following  the  so-called  "standard  plan,"  recommended  by 
the  Committee  on  Governmental  Labor  Statistics,  and  several  Federal  Reserve 
Banks  are  also  collecting  similar  information  montlily  in  those  states  included  in 
their  several  districts  in  wliich  the  State  Bureaus  are  not  collecting  such  data. 
For  example,  —  the  Philadelphia  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is  collecting  such  data 
from  representative  manufacturing  establishments  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
and  Delaware,  and  co-operates  in  Pennsylvania  with  the  State  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industry.  Thus,  at  the  present  time  nearly  all  of  the  important  indus- 
trial states  are  represented  in  the  list  of  those  for  which  monthly  pay-roll  data  are 
available,  and  in  those  states,  in  wliich  no  State  Bureau  or  other  local  or  district 
agency  is  collecting  such  data,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  collects 
directly  a  representative  number  of  reports  each  month  for  use  m  connection  with 
its  National  survey. 

This  brief  statement  with  reference  to  the  collection  of  monthly  pay-roll  data 
throughout  the  United  States  is  here  presented  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
importance  attached  to  this  class  of  industrial  statistics  and  the  contribution 
which  Massachusetts,  as  one  of  the  leading  industrial  states,  tlirough  this  Depart- 
ment, is  endeavoring  to  make  to  so  important  a  movement.  Should  there  occur 
another  industrial  depression  such  as  that  which  occurred  in  1920,  there  wUl  now 
be  available  a  fund  of  reliable  information  which  can  be  used  as  a  basis  for  deter- 
mining the  extent  to  which  there  is  a  curtailment  of  industrial  activity  and  a 
reduction  in  the  current  wage  fund  available  for  expenditure,  and  at  all  times  it 
will  be  possible  to  determine,  by  means  of  these  montldy  surveys,  the  status  of 
our  industries  and  the  immediate  trend  of  employment  and  earnings  in  the  more 
important  industries  and  industrial  centers.  \ 
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11.     SCOPE   AND   METHOD    OF   THE   REPORT 

The  collection,  monthly,  of  pay-roll  data  from  representative  manufacturing 
establishments  in  Massachusetts,  as  stated  above,  was  first  undertaken  by  this 
Department  in  September,  19'-22,  but  the  number  of  reports  received  during  the 
earlier  months  was  rather  limited  and  the  survey  was  on  a  somewhat  tentative 
basis.  It  has  seemed  advisable,  therefore,  to  omit  data  for  the  last  four  months 
in  19'22  from  this  report.  In  order  to  conserve  space  the  original  tabulations  are 
also  omitted  and  the  statistical  data  here  presented  consist  of  a  scries  of  index 
numbers  showing,  by  months,  during  the  years  1923  and  1924,  the  trend  of  em- 
ployment and  of  earnings  for  all  industries  combined,  for  18  of  the  most  important 
industries,  and  for  15  of  the  principal  industrial  cities.  Tables  showing  the  aver- 
age weekly  earnings  for  all  industries  combined  and  for  the  18  principal  industries 
are  also  included.  These  data  are  presented  in  graphic  form  in  the  accompanying 
charts.  A  description  of  the  method  of  computing  the  index  numbers  appears  as 
a  footnote  to  Table  I. 

In  order  that  employers  may  find  it  possible  to  furnish  the  information  essen- 
tial for  purposes  of  the  monthly  survey  without  the  necessity  of  making  elaborate 
computations  involving  detailed  classifications  of  employees  and  a  summation 
of  numerous  individual  items,  the  questionnaire  used  has  purposely  been  kept 
verj^  simple  in  form  and  includes  only  a  very  small  number  of  inquiries,  nearly  all 
of  which  can  be  answered  merely  by  reference  to  the  pay-rolls.  The  question- 
naire calls  for  the  total  number  of  wage-earners  employed  (exclusive  of  salaried 
officials,  executives,  and  others  not  considered  under  the  general  classification 
—  "productive  employees"),  the  total  amount  of  their  wages  during  the  pay- 
roll period,  and  certain  other  information  with  reference  to  hours  of  operation 
and  general  changes  in  the  wage  scales  explanatory  of  any  marked  change  in  the 
trend  of  employment  or  wages  in  individual  establishments  since  the  date  of  the 
last  report. 

In  compliance  with  urgent  requests,  the  questionnaire  was  revised  in  January, 
1924,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  reporting  of  pay-roll  data,  separately  by  sex,  where 
this  could  readily  be  done,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  returns  are  now  being 
furnished  in  this  form.  In  those  industries  in  which  women  are  employed  in 
large  numbers,  it  is  quite  essential  that  data  be  furnished  separately  by  sex,  be- 
cause statements  with  reference  to  average  weekly  earnings  for  all  wage-earners 
represented,  irrespective  of  sex,  are  not  truly  representative  in  those  industries 
where  there  is  wide  disparity  between  the  wages  of  men  and  women,  and  the 
averages  for  the  two  sexes  combined  have  less  significance  than  the  averages  by 
males  and  females.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  an  increasing  number  of  returns 
by  sex,  so  that  eventually  the  data  secured  in  this  manner  will  be  fully  repre- 
sentative and  directly  comparable  with  the  returns  received  for  all  industries 
without  respect  to  sex. 

The  number  of  establishments  now  being  canvassed  is  approaching  very 
closely  the  quota  set  up  when  this  work  was  first  undertaken.  It  was  planned 
to  cover,  monthly,  approximately  40  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  wage-earners 
employed  in  all  manufacturing  establishments  in  this  State,  and  in  this  respect, 
also,  the  fulfillment  of  the  original  plan  has  been  very  nearly  realized.  Some 
changes  in  the  list  of  reporting  establishments  will  be  inevitable,  and  some  new 
industries,  or  industries  relatively  unimportant  at  the  present  time  will  require 
representation  in  the  list  of  those  for  which  specific  information  is  presented,  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  scope  of  this  monthly  survey  can  be  maintained  without 
any  important  modifications  for  some  months  to  come,  and  that  the  results  obtained 
will  serve  as  a  very  useful  barometer  of  industrial  conditions  in  this  State.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  reporting  agencies  have  co-operated 
in  excellent  manner  with  this  Department  by  supplying  promptly  the  information 
requested,  and  it  has  been  necessary  in  only  a  very  few  instances  to  employ  field 
agents  in  securing  tliis  information. 

The  results  of  the  monthly  surveys  are  made  public  tlirough  mimeographed 
press  releases,  copies  of  which  are  sent  to  all  of  the  reporting  establishments  and 
to  a  large  number  of  organizations  and  individuals  from  which,  or  from  whom, 
requests  have  been  received  that  they  be  sent  copies  as  issued.  The  use  made 
of  this  information  by  the  daily  press  and  by  trade  publications,  and  the  many 
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expressions  of  interest  in  the  results  of  these  monthly  surveys  received  from  indi- 
viduals by  this  Department  appear  to  amply  justifj^  the  continuance  of  this  branch 
of  work.

III.     SUMMARY   OF  PRINCIPAL  DATA 

Index  numbers  representing  the  trend  of  employment,  of  average  weekly  earn- 
ings and  of  aggregate  earnings  in  all  industries,  and  of  the  cost  of  living  in  Massa- 
chusetts, are  given  in  Table  I  and  shown  graphicallj'  in  Chart  I.  For  all 
industries  combined  employment  in  the  year  1923  was  at  a  relatively  high  point, 
although  decreasing  from  month  to  month,  except  in  two  montlis  (March  and 
October)  when  slight  increases  occurred.  Beginning  in  December  of  that  year 
and  continuing  through  July,  1924,  there  was  a  continuous  downward  trend, 
resulting  in  a  decline  of  19.3  per  cent  during  these  months  (from  100.6  to  81.2). 
However,  in  August,  1924,  the  trend  was  again  upward  and  an  index  number  of 
90.4  was  recorded  in  December,  1924.  Average  weekly  earnings  increased 
rapidly  between  December,  1922  (104.9)  and  May,  1923  (116.1),  and  continued 
at  a  relatively  high  point  from  then  on,  the  lowest  point  being  in  June,  1924  (106.9). 

These  data  indicate  that,  in  general,  a  decrease  in  employment  did  not  result 
in  decreased  earnings  for  those  employed,  but  rather  to  the  contrary.  This  may 
be  attributed,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  the  releasing  from  employment  of  those 
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less  skilled  and  not  possessing  as  liigh  an  individual  earning  capacity,  to  the  prob- 
able speeding-up  of  many  with  a  view  to  being  retained  on  the  pay-rolls,  and  to 
the  fact  that  in  piece-work  industries,  such  as  the  boot  and  shoe  industry  and  the 
various  divisions  of  the  textile  industry,  curtailed  operating  schedules  necessi- 
tated employees  earning  more  during  the  hours  of  employment.  There  appeared 
no  evidences  of  any  general  policy  of  wage  adjustment,  and  seemingly,  relatively 
few  changes  occurred  during  1923  and  1924  in  the  basic  rates  of  wages. 

Aggregate  earnings  followed  the  employment  curve  quite  closely,  increasing 
from  113.1  (December,  1922)  to  125.0  (May,  1923),  with  a  downward  trend 
(except  in  September,  1923)  from  that  month  to  87.1  in  July,  1924,  —  a  steady

1  In  computing  the  index  numbers  representing  the  trend  of  employment,  the  average  number  employed 
in  the  year  1922  was  taken  as  the  base,  or  100.0.  The  relation  which  the  number  employed  in  December, 
1922,  bore  to  the  average  number  for  the  year  determined  the  point  from  which  the  trend  of  employment 
in  the  months  of  1923  and  1924  was  traced,  by  means  of  index  numbers  computed  by  the  "link-relative" 
method,  from  the  monthly  "Volume  of  Employment"  reports.  For  example,  —  the  returns  as  tabulated 
and  included  in  the  press  releases  of  this  office  are  comparable  as  between  two  months.  The  percentage  of 
change  which  occurs  during  the  month  is  applied  to  the  index  number,  determined  by  a  previous  computa- 
tion, for  the  first  of  the  two  months,  and  a  new  index  number  derived  for  the  second  month,  which  number, 
in  turn,  becomes  the  base,  for  the  next  computation. 

The  average  yearly  earnings  in  the  year  1922,  as  determined  by  the  annual  exhaustive  census,  were 
reduced  to  weekly  equivalents,  with  the  1922  weekly  average  as  the  base,  or  100.0. 

In  arriving  at  the  index  numbers  representing  aggregate  earnings,  the  Department  had  no  1922  data 
available  upon  which  the  trend  might  be  based.  Inusmuch  as  the  aggregate  earnings  result  from  a  given 
number  of  persons  each  receiving  a  sum  of  money  for  a  specified  period  of  employment  and  as  index  num- 
bers for  both  employment  and  average  weekly  earnings  have  a  1922  base,  the  number  representing  average 
weekly  earnings  in  December,  1924  (113.79)  was  multiplied  by  the  number  representing  employment 
(90.41)  and  an  index  number  was  derived  (102.88)  representing  aggregate  earnings  for  a  week  in  Decem- 
ber, 1924.  Data  for  the  most  recent  date  were  used  as  the  base  in  ttiis  instance  because  they  were  felt  to 
be  the  most  representative.  Index  numbers  for  aggregate  earnings  in  prior  months  were  derived  by  the 
"link -relative"  method,  already  described,  but  in  a  reverse  manner.  For  example,  —  the  December 
index  number  representing  aggregate  earnings  was  113.8,  or  101.1  per  cent  of  the  November  number.  That 
is,  —  the  aggregate  earnings  increased  1.1  per  cent  in  December  as  compared  with  November.  The 
November  index  number  was,  therefore,  112.5. 

Monthly  index  numbers  representing  the  cost  of  living  in  Massachusetts  are  computed  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Commission  on  the  Necessaries  of  Life.  For  purposes  of  this  article,  a  special  series  of  index 
numbers  was  computed,  based  on  the  average  of  the  monthly  indices  representing  the  cost  of  living,  all 
commodities  combined,  in  1922. 
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increase  in  the  earnings  being  noted  each  month  thereafter.  The  drawing-together 
of  the  employment  curve  and  of  the  one  representing  aggregate  earnings  is  indica- 
tive of  curtailment  of  production  as  observed  during  the  first  seven  months  in 
1924,  and  the  drawing-apart  of  the  curves  indicates  more  nearly  full-time  opera- 
tions, and,  in  certain  instances,  some  overtime,  as  noted  during  the  first  few 
months  in  1923  and  more  particularly  in  May  of  that  year. 

The  cost  of  living  showed  a  net  fluctuation  of  only  2.9  points,  between  100.6 
(January,  1923)  and  103.5  (October,  1923),  thus  remaining  almost  constant  during 
the  entire  period  under  consideration.  Upon  comparing  the  cost  of  living  index 
numbers  with  those  representing  average  weekly  earnings,  it  was  noted  that  the 
indices  of  average  earnings  remained  constantly  above  the  cost  of  living  indices. 
In  December,  1922,  the  earnings  index  number  was  4.0  points  above;  in  May, 
1923,  it  was  14.2  points  above;  and  in  December,  1924,  it  was  10.5  points  above. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  wage-earner  was  enabled  during  1923  and  1924  to 
earn  more  than  suflScient  to  meet  the  cost  of  living  as  an  individual.  It  should 
be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that,  because  of  the  reduction  of  forces,  undoubt- 
edly, many  of  those  actually  employed  were  called  upon  to  assist  financially,  in 
part  at  least,  those  in  their  immediate  family  who  were  unemployed  or  employed 
on  part  time.

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IV.     TREND    OF   EMPLOYMENT   AND   EARNINGS 

1.     Eighteen  Leading  Industrial  Groups 

Employment  in  December,  1924,  as  indicated  in  Table  II  and  Chart  II,  was 
above  the  average  for  1922  in  seven  of  the  18  major  industrial  groups  by  as  much 
in  one  instance,  as  24.3  points  (leather,  tanned,  curried,  and  finished).  In  each 
of  three  industries,  employment  was  between  90.0  and  100.0;  in  five  it  was  more 
than  80.0  and  less  than  90.0;  and  in  the  remaining  tlu-ee  it  was  more  than  60.0 
and  less  than  80.0.  The  general  trend  in  1923  in  the  majority  of  industries  speci- 
fied was,  ultimately,  downward.  In  a  number  of  the  important  industries  the 
year  1923  was  an  active  one  from  the  employment  standpoint  and  exceptionally 
so  in  electrical  machinery,  apparatus,  and  supplies.  The  year  1924  was  an  erratic 
one.  Seasonal  fluctuations  were  very  evident  in  the  boot  and  shoe  industry  and 
in  confectionery.  In  a  number  of  the  industries  sharp  declines  as  well  as  sharp 
recoveries  were  noted.  Generally,  however,  recoveries,  both  seasonal  and  other- 
wise, were  not  of  sufficient  strength  to  counteract  the  downward  tendency. 
Employment  in  paper  and  wood  pulp,  in  printing  and  publishing,  in  bread  and 
other  bakery  products,  and  in  furniture,  did  not  change  materially  during  the 
months  under  discussion. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  wliile  there  was  a  marked  generally  downward  trend  in 
the  number  employed  and  in  the  aggregate  earnings,  average  weekly  earnings  of 
those  continuing  on  the  pay-rolls  in  most  instances  remained  at  a  comparatively 
high  point,  as  indicated  in  Table  III  and  Chart  III.  These  facts  indicate  that 
basic  rates  of  wages  did  not  change  materially,  although  during  the  past  two  years 
average  earnings  of  those  employed  showed  marked  fluctuations  in  a  number  of 
the  industries.  For  example,  —  in  hosiery  and  knit  goods,  the  low  point  is  rep- 
resented by  the  index  number  84.2  (July,  1924)  and  the  high  point  by  117.3  (May, 
1923),  or  a  difference  of  33.1  points.  In  the  rubber  products  group  the  low  point 
is  represented  by  the  index  number  114.2  (August,  1923)  and  the  high  point  by 
146.2  (September,  1923),  or  a  difference  of  32.0  points.  In  this  instance  it  would 
appear  that  reduced  operations  in  August  were  more  than  offset  by  overtime  in 
September. 

In  cotton  goods,  the  index  numbers  ranged  between  99.6  (June,  1924)  and  130.5 
(May,  1923),  or  a  difference  of  30.9  points.  In  furniture,  the  numbers  ranged 
between  102.7  (August,  1924)  and  132.0  (November,  1924),  or  a  difference  of  29.3 
points.  In  six  other  industries  a  difference  of  at  least  20 . 0  points  was  recorded 
during  the  period  under  consideration.  In  printing  and  pubUshing,  leather 
(tanned,  curried  and  finished),  and  confectionery,  average  earnings  fluctuated 
only  a  relatively  few  points  during  the  months  covered. 

In  only  three  of  the  18  industries  were  the  earnings  in  December,  1922,  less 
than  the  average  for  the  year  1922.  In  December,  1923,  index  numbers  repre- 
senting earnings  in  12  of  the  18  industries  were  higher  than  in  December,  1922, 
and  in  the  remaining  six  industries  they  were  lower.  In  December,  1924,  earn- 
ings index  numbers  in  14  industries  were  higher  than  in  December,  1922,  and  in 
four,  they  were  lower.  Earnings  in  the  women's  clothing  industry  in  only  one 
month  equalled  or  exceeded  the  average  for  the  year  1922,  although  in  a  number 
of  months  they  were  witliin  a  few  points  of  that  figure.

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2.     Fifteen  Leading  Industrial  Cities 

Not  only  does  each  major  industrial  group  bear  its  proper  relation  to  all  indus- 
tries as  a  whole,  based  on  the  average  number  employed  as  determined  by  the 
last  Annual  Census  of  Manufactures,  but  in  each  of  15  leading  industrial  cities, 
as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  establishments  reporting  are  representative  of 
the  industries  within  that  city,  on  the  basis  of  their  relative  importance.  In  no 
city  are  the  returns  confined  to  a  single  industry,  even  though  that  industry  may 
be  predominant. 

In  Table  IV  index  numbers  of  employment  are  given  for  the  15  cities  above 
referred  to.  The  number  employed  in  December,  1922,  has  been  taken  as  the 
base,  or  100.0,  and  the  trend  plotted  therefrom.  The  annual  census  data  avail- 
able show  monthly  employment  in  each  of  the  industries  in  1922,  but  these  data 
have  not  been  tabulated  so  as  to  secure  monthly  trends  by  cities.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  special  monthly  survey  is  confined  to  representative  establishments 
only,  it  is  not  possible  to  directly  link  up  the  monthly  data  by  cities  with  those 
secured  by  means  of  the  annual  census.  Index  numbers  by  cities  have,  therefore, 
been  given  a  common  starting  point.  Familiarity  with  local  conditions  may 
enable  one  interested  to  compare  conditions  in  December,  1922,  with  other  months 
in  that  year,  and  thus  more  nearly  arrive  at  the  actual  state  of  employment  within 
a  given  municipality  at  a  stipulated  time.  The  trend,  however,  would  be  the 
same  even  though  the  starting  point  were  adjusted  to  a  higher  or  to  a  lower  level. 

It  is  readily  apparent  upon  reference  to  the  four  plates  comprising  Chart  IV 
that  cities  which  are  industrially  specialized,  such  as  Brockton,  Haverhill,  and 
Lynn,  important  shoe  centers  (Plate  I),  and  Fall  River,  Lawrence,  Lowell,  and 
New  Bedford,  important  textile  cities  (Plate  2),  are  apt  to  reflect  changes  in 
business  conditions  more  quickly  than  those  cities  not  so  constituted,  such  as 
Boston,  Cambridge,  and  Taunton  (Plate  3)  and  Fitchburg,  Holyoke,  Springfield, 
and  Worcester  (Plate  4). 

In  Haverhill  (Plate  1)  where  the  majority  of  the  wage-earners  in  the  entire  city 
are  employed  in  the  boot  and  shoe  and  cut  the  stock  and  findings  establishments, 
employment  reached  a  high  point,  represented  by  index  number  121.0,  in  Febru- 
ary, 1923,  and  a  low  point  (53.1)  in  June,  1924,  or  a  net  decline  of  67.9  points 
within  a  short  space  of  sixteen  months.  The  first  ten  months  in  1923,  however, 
were  quite  active  ones  and  it  was  not  until  November  that  a  period  of  inactivity 
began,  with  a  decline  from  104.2  in  October  to  83.6  in  November,  and  then  to 

73.4  in  December. 

Again,  in  Fall  River,  where  there  are  mostly  cotton  goods  establishments  and 
a  few  large  dyeing  and  finishing  plants,  the  year  1923  was  rather  a  good  one  from 
the  employment  standpoint,  but  the  beginning  of  1924  saw  an  abrupt  change  in 
the  local  situation.  For  the  year  1924,  the  highest  point  was  in  June  (66.8) 
and  the  lowest  points  were,  respectively,  in  May  (49.0)  and  in  September 
(49.3).  There  was  thus  a  variation  of  52.5  points  during  the  entire  period  under 
consideration. 

Other  marked  fluctuations  were  as  follows :  Brockton,  an  important  shoe  center, 

44.5  points;  New  Bedford,  a  leading  cotton  goods  city,  41.7  points;  Lowell, 
where  there  are  large  cotton  goods  establishments  and  also  knit  goods  mills, 
textile  machinery  plants,  and  woolen  and  worsted  mills,  40.3  points;  Lawrence, 
a  woolen  and  worsted  goods  center,  36.0  points;  Lynn,  an  important  boot  and 
shoe  and  electrical  machinery  city,  34.9  points;  and  Worcester,  in  which  are 
located  large  establishments  in  the  foundry  and  machine-shop  group,  32.7  points. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  rather  stable  condition  of  the  leather  industry  in  the  State 
was  reflected  in  Peabody,  in  which  there  was  a  net  fluctuation  of  but  14.4  points 
during  the  entire  period  under  consideration.  In  Fitchburg,  the  fluctuation  was 
one  of  only  14.9  points;  in  Boston,  one  of  17.1  points;  in  Holyoke,  17.7  points; 
in  Taunton,  21.2  points;  in  Springfield,  29.5  points;  and  in  Cambridge,  30.3 
points.  In  nearly  all  of  these  latter  named  cities  there  is  no  predominant  industry, 
but  rather  diversified  industries,  tending  to  result  in  more  varied  opportunities 
for  employment. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  a  city  not  to  become  industrially 
specialized.     A  slump  in  the  industry  which  is  that  city's  mainstay,  affects  nearly 
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the  entire  wage-earning  population,  the  majority  of  whom  are  familiar  with  a 
special  class  of  work  and  usually  have  no  other  trade  to  which  they  can  turn.  In 
such  an  event  unemployment  is  almost  immediately  reflected  in  the  business  of 
the  local  merchants,  and  the  public  treasury  is  oftentimes  called  upon  for  funds 
which  it  might  not  otherwise  be  necessary  to  expend.  It  is  seldom  that  two 
industries  have  a  period  of  either  activity  or  depression  at  the  same  time,  and  in 
those  cities  not  specialized,  wage-earners  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  other 
trades  and  can  often,  in  many  instances,  secure  employment  elsewhere  within 
their  own  city,  which  employment,  in  times  of  stress,  assists  in  tiding  them  over 
until  conditions  aflfecting  their  regular  employment  improve.

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V.     EMPLOYMENT   IN   CERTAIN   SPECIFIED   INDUSTRIES 

The  foundry  and  machine-shop  group  and  the  rubber  products  group,  as 
referred  to  in  the  tables  and  charts  previously  discussed  in  this  bulletin,  were 
composed  of  several  related  industries.  It  has  been  possible  to  subdivide  the 
general  foundry  and  machine-shop  group  and  show  separately  the  data  for  four 
specific  industries  which  largely  comprise  it,  namely,  foundry  and  machine-shop 
products,  textile  machinery  and  parts,  cutlery  and  tools,  and  machine  tools.  The 
rubber  products  group  has  been  split  into  three  specific  industries,  namely,  rubber 
footwear,  rubber  goods,  and  rubber  tires  and  tubes.  Index  numbers  represent- 
ing employment  in  each  of  the  smaller  groups  are  presented  in  Table  V  and  are 
plotted  in  Chart  V.  all  being  based  on  the  average  for  the  year  192''2  =  100.0. 

The  index  numbers  for  the  four  industries  specified  under  the  general  foundry 
and  machine-shop  group,  show  that  in  three  of  the  four,  employment  in  Decem- 
ber, 1922,  was  in  the  vicinity  of  ten  points  above  the  1922  monthly  average.  In 
machine  tools,  the  number  employed  in  January,  1922,  was  approximately  one- 
half  of  the  number  employed  in  that  same  industry  in  December  of  that  year, 
nearly  every  month  from  January  on  showing  increased  employment  over  the 
previous  month.  Thus  the  index  number  for  December  is  much  above  the  aver- 
age for  the  year.  All  four  industries  showed  marked  fluctuations  during  the  two 
years  under  consideration,  the  greatest  change  being  one  of  47.4  points,  in  textile 
machinery  and  parts,  followed  closely  by  one  of  46.3  points,  in  machine  tools.  In 
cutlery  and  tools  there  was  a  variation  of  32.7  points,  but  this  was  largely  due 
to  a  drop  of  20.8  points  in  August,  1924,  as  compared  with  July,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  increase  of  22.4  points  in  September.  Foundry  and  machine-shop 
products  showed  a  variation  of  31.8  points. 

Reference  to  Plate  1,  Chart  V,  discloses  the  fact  that  in  the  year  1923,  the  trend 
of  employment  in  all  four  of  the  industries  specified  followed  quite  closely  the 
trend  of  the  general  group,  although  there  was  no  common  starting  point.  In 
the  year  1924,  there  was  more  divergence,  more  particularly  in  cutlery  and  tools. 
In  foundry  and  macliine-shop  products,  employment  in  the  closing  months  of 
1924  was  only  slightly  less  than  the  average  for  the  year  1922;  in  textile  machinery 
and  parts,  it  was  about  nineteen  per  cent  below  in  December;  in  cutlery  and  tools, 
it  was  approximately  eleven  per  cent  above;  and  in  machine  tools,  about  seven- 
teen per  cent  above.  Although  there  was  a  very  marked  downward  trend  in 
1924,  employment  was  at  no  time  very  abnormal,  were  1922  considered  a  normal 
year,  except  in  textile  machinery  and  parts.  The  picture  presented  by  the 
graphs  is  an  unusual  one,  due  to  the  exceptional  number  on  the  pay-rolls  in  1923. 

In  each  of  the  tlu-ee  industries  comprising  the  rubber  products  group,  employ- 
ment showed  marked  fluctuations.  In  rubber  footwear  there  was  a  fluctuation 
of  49.7  points;  in  rubber  goods,  one  of  41.1  points;  and  in  rubber  tires  and  tubes, 
one  of  34.5  points. 

The  trend  of  employment  in  rubber  footwear  most  nearly  approached  the 
general  trend  for  all  rubber  products,  including  quite  normal  employment  during 
the  first  six  months  in  1923,  a  rapid  decline  to  a  low  point  in  September,  a  re- 
covery during  October  and  November,  and  a  continued  downward  trend  from 
November,  1923,  to  August,  1924,  with  marked  recovery  in  the  months  following. 

In  rubber  goods  there  was  a  sharp  drop  from  111.0  in  December,  1922,  to  80.5 
in  August,  1923,  a  slight  recovery  to  no  higher  than  84.3  (March,  1924),  a  decline 
to  69.9  (July,  1924),  and  another  recovery  to  89.6  (December,  1924).  The  trend 
of  this  curve  in  general  was  not  unlike   that  representing   all   rubber  products. 

Employment  in  rubber  tires  and  tubes  was  at  a  high  point  during  the  first  six 
months  in  1923,  but  during  the  closing  six  months  the  situation  was  reversed,  so 
that  the  average  number  employed  during  the  year,  1923,  was  much  the  same 
as  for  1922.  In  1924,  a  somewhat  similar  trend  was  observed  during  the  first 
six  months,  as  had  been  noted  in  the  corresponding  months  in  1923,  although  the 
curve  started  from  a  much  lower  point  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  a 
rapid  recovery  in  August  and  September  to  a  point  approaching  the  average  for 
1922  and  1923  and  a  slight  decline  in  October,  followed  by  further  increases  in 
the  next  two  months.  Employment  in  this  industry  showed  trends  quite  unlike 
those  representing  employment  in  the  general  rubber  products  group.
